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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior arts fail to teach or fairly suggest a memory array including a plurality of 
multi-level-cell memory cells, each memory cell comprising a storage element having a 
capacity to store N bits of logical data, where N > 2, and each memory cell configured 
for 2 N distinct data storage levels, each of the 2 N data storage levels representative of a 
discrete N-bit combination of logical data; and a staircase program-verify circuit for 
providing a staircase program-verify pulse electrically coupled to the memory array and 
capable of concurrently program-verifying the plurality of multi-level-cell memory cells 
and inhibiting programming of a memory cell programmed to substantially within a 
selected data storage level. Furthermore, prior arts fail to suggest a plurality of current 
sources providing a respective plurality of current levels each corresponding one of the 
distinct storage levels; and a program-verify circuit coupled to receive said plurality of 
current sources and electrically coupled to the memory array and capable of 
concurrently program-verifying the plurality of multi-level-cell memory cells individually 
against the current level corresponding the cell's selected data storage level and 
inhibiting programming of a memory cell programmed to substantially within the 
corresponding selected data storage level.
